To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenville  in  the  County 
of  Hillshorotigh  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Community  Hall  in 
said  Greenville  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

Bring  in  vour  ballots  for: 

Town  Clerk  for  one  year,  one  Selectman  for  three  years, 
Town  Treasurer  for  one  year.  Tax  Collector  for  one  year, 
Highway  Agent  for  one  year,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years,  two  Auditors  for  one  year,  one  Library 
Trustee  for  three  years,  and  one  Fireward  for  three  years. 


And  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
at  the  Town  Hall  Auditorium  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 


Article  1. 

To  choose  all  necessary  officers  not  chosen  by  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot. 

Article  2. 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations for  the  same.

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PROPOSED  ORDINANCES 

A.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  shall  permit  fire  or  other 
ruins  to  be  left  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  year  and  shall 
within  said  year  remove  and/or  refill  the  same  to  ground 
level  or  repair,  rebuild  or  replace  the  structure. 

B.  Sanitary  Protection 

1.  No  privy,  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sewage  disposal 
area  shall  be  constructed  or  maintained  less  than  75  feet 
from  the  edge  of  a  public  water  body,  from  a  well,  or  from  a 
dwelling    other  than  that  to  which  it  is  appurtenant. 

2.  No  waste  or  sewage  shall  be  permitted  to  run  free  into 
a  public  water  body  or  be  discharged  in  such  a  way  that  may 
be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the  health  of  others.  All  such 
waste  shall  be  conveyed  away  underground  through  the  use 
of  an  accepted  sanitary  system  or  in  such  a  way  that  it  will 
not  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  health. 

3.  All  dwellings  and  sanitary  systems  shall  be  construct- 
ed and  maintained  in  accordance  with  standards  set  and  en- 
forced by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commission. 

4.  The  above  Sections  1,  2,  and  3  shall  not  pertain  to  in- 
stallations in  effect  at  the  time  of  enactment  of  this  plan. 

C.  The  removal  of  clay,  sand,  gravel  or  fill  is  permitted  for 
private  use  or  for  sale.  However,  no  pit  or  area  shall  be  left 
in  a  hazardous  condition  while  being  used,  and  in  an 
unsightly  or  hazardous  condition  more  than  one  year  after 
use  of  pit  is  ended. 

D.  Minimum  Lot  Size 

1.  No  dwelling  house,  mobile  home  or  trailer  shall 
be  erected  on  any  lot  of  land  of  less  than  30,000  square  feet 
and  frontage  of  less  than  100  feet,  in  any  area  served 
by  Town  of  Greenville  water  system  unless  or  until  the 
Health  Officer  of  the  Town  certifies  that  said  lot  is  of  suffi- 
cient size  for  the  installation  of  an  adequate  septic  tank  and 
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leaching  field  that  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  N.  H. 
State  Department  of  Health. 

2.  No  dweUing  house,  mobile  home  or  trailer  shall 
be  erected  on  any  lot  of  land  of  less  than  one  (1)  acre 
and  frontage  of  less  than  150  feet,  in  area  not  served 
by  Town  of  Greenville  water  system  unless  or  until  the 
Health  Officer  of  the  Town  certifies  that  said  lot  is  of  suffi- 
cient size  for  the  installation  of  an  adequate  septic  tank  and 
leaching  field  that  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  N.  H. 
State  Department  of  Health. 

3.  If  other  than  a  single  family  residence  is  to  be  erected 
on  a  lot,  the  lot  size  shall  be  increased  by  10,000  square  feet 
for  each  additional  dwelling  unit  included  in  said  residence. 

E.  Setbacks 

1.  No  structures  (dwelling  house,  residence,  mobile 
home,  trailer,  charitable,  commercial  or  industrial  building, 
and  accessory  buildings  to  all  the  above)  hereinafter  erected 
in  the  Town,  shall  be  located  any  closer  to  the  edge  of  the 
public  right  of  way  than  the  setback  established  by  custom 
or  otherwise  on  that  public  right  of  way.  In  absence  of  an  es- 
tablished setback,  no  structure  as  defined  above,  shall  be 
erected  closer  than  (30)  feet  from  the  edge  of  any  public  right 
of  way.  No  alterations  shall  be  permitted  in  existing  struc- 
tures that  will  cause  existing  structures  to  violate  this  set- 
back ordinance. 

F.  Penalty 

1.  Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  ten  dollars  ($10.00).  Each  day  that  said  violation 
continues  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offense. 

Mobile  Home  Parks 

1.  No  individual  mobile  home,  whether  on  a  foundation 
or  not,  shall  be  used  as  a  residence  or  be  allowed  to  locate  in 
the  town  for  longer  than  30  days  in  any  12  month  period  in  a 
mobile  home  park,  less  than  10  acres.  This  section  shall  not 
prevent  the  storage  of  a  camping  or  travel  trailer  on  the  lot 
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of  the  owner,  nor  prevent  the  temporary  location  of  a  mobile 
home  on  a  construction  site  by  a  contractor. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation  to 
establish,  maintain,  operate,  or  have  charge  of  within  the 
limits  of  the  Town  of  Greenville  any  mobile  home  park 
whether  a  charge  is  made  or  not  who  does  not  possess  a  per- 
mit as  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

3.  Application  for  such  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  applicant  shall  state:  (a)  the 
location  of  the  proposed  mobile  home  park  and  its  legal  de- 
scription; (b)  the  number  of  mobile  homes;  (c)  the  water  sup- 
ply for  such  park;  (d)  the  method  of  sewerage,  waste  and 
garbage  disposal;  (e)  the  lighting  system  for  such  park;  (f) 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  having  a  legal  in- 
terest in  said  mobile  home  park;  (g)  a  copy  of  a  plan  of  said 
park. 

4.  A  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
any  applicant  who  has  complied  with  the  provisions  set 
forth  in  this  ordinance  provided  that: 

(a)  All  laws  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  have  been 
complied  with;  (b)  the  Sub-division  regulations  of  the  Town 
of  Greenville  have  been  complied  with,  that  each  mobile 
home  is  located  on  10,000  square  feet  of  land  with  a  grav- 
elled right  of  way  20  feet  wide  providing  access  to  each  lot; 
(c)  the  mobile  home  park  is  located  in  a  well  drained  site, 
and  in  an  area  free  from  marshes,  swamps,  or  other  poten- 
tial breeding  places  for  insects  or  rodents. 

5.  Any  extension  of  existing  mobile  home  parks  will  be 
required  to  meet  the  same  requirements  as  an  original  appli- 
cation for  a  mobile  home  park  permit. 

6.  No  mobile  home  park  permit  shall  be  transferable. 
Every  person  or  corporation  holding  such  a  permit  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  days  before  any  transfer  of  any  nature  of  an  interest  in 
or  control  of  a  mobile  home  park.  If  upon  such  a  transfer  of 
any  interest  in  or  control  of  a  mobile  home  park  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  satisfied  that  the  transferee  is  a  proper  person 
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to  hold  a  mobile  home  park  permit,  they  may  cause  a  renew- 
al permit  to  be  issued  to  said  transferee. 

7.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Health  Officer  and  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  any  other  properly  designated  officials 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  inspection  of 
mobile  home  parks  and  mobile  homes  located  therein  in 
order  that  they  may  perform  their  duties  of  safeguarding 
the  health  and  safety  of  occupants  of  mobile  homes,  mobile 
home  parks,  and  the  general  public. 

8.  Each  mobile  home  park  owner  shall  maintain  a  reg- 
ister for  the  registration  of  all  occupants  and  mobile  homes, 
which  register  shall  include  the  following  information  in  ad- 
dition to  any  other  facts  that  may  be  requested  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen: 

(a)  Name  and  address  of  each  occupant  of  a  mobile 
home;  (b)  Model  and  full  name  of  trailer;  (c)  Year  manufac- 
tured; (d)  Serial  number;  (e)  Body  length;  (f)  Overall  length; 
(g)  Weight;  (h)  Number  or  location  of  assigned  site;  (i)  Last 
location  of  mobile  home;  (j)  Date  of  arrival;  (k)  Date  of  de- 
parture. 

9.  All  permits  shall  expire  one  year  from  date  of  is- 
suance.

Two  of  the  house 
fires  were  very  bad,  especially  one,  in  which  two  fatalities 
occurred.

Other  activities  during  the  year  were  several  Fire  Drills 
at  both  schools,  members  sent  to  Meadowood  Fire  Training 
School  and  also  attending  Mutual  Aid  Meetings. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town  Se- 
lectmen, and  also  to  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation 
and  support  given  us  throughout  the  year  to  help  make  the 
Fire  Department  a  better  and  stronger  department  for  their 
protection.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area, 
quiet  in  part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and 
favorable  weather  conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by 
debris  binning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would 
drastically  change  this  picture-to  bring  about  this  change  we 
make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit 
to  burn  must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This 
permit  covers  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass 
burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush  burning,  such 
burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  prior  to  9:00  a.  m.  and 
after  5:00  p.  m.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any 
time  under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval 
of  the  District  Chief  and  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest 
Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with 
the  complete  cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of 
their  children,  keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this 
action  will  help  to  prevent  fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life 
of  your  child.   Try  to  explain  this  to  your  child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  num- 
ber by  the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches 
and  smoking  material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker. 
In  all  cases,  make  sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is 
out,  dead  out.  Smokey  says,  "Thanks  for  your  help",  and 
invites  you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a  good  example  for 
others  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  protection  of  our 
environment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

TO  THE  TRUSTEES  OF 

THE  CHAMBERLIN  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

At  the  beginning  of  a  New  Year  we  look  back  with  pride 
over  the  past  twelve  months.  Both  circulation  and  patron 
use  of  the  Library  show  a  substantial  increase  over  last  year. 
9,283  people  visited  the  Library  —  7,128  young  people  and 
2,155  adults.  Fiction  and.  non-fiction  books  circulated 
10,558,  Magazines  1,362,  and  Records  765. 

The  Library  contains  9,144  volumes,  34  magazines  (22 
are  subscriptions  and  12  gifts),  and  221  records. 

Movies  have  been  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
each  month,  except  for  July  and  August.  The  average 
attendance  has  been  35.  The  children  have  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  some  excellent  films. 

The  Librarian  attended  four  book-selection  meetings: 
January  20  in  Milford,  March  24  in  Greenfield,  July  20  at  the 
Exeter  District  office,  and  November  9  in  Rindge.  Mrs.  Pris- 
cilla  Weston,  Librarian  in  Temple,  furnished  transportation. 
These  meetings  not  only  give  one  the  opportunity  to  see  new 
books  before  ordering,  but  one  sees  what  other  libraries  are 
doing  and  also  one  has  the  chance  to  exchange  ideas  with 
other  librarians. 

Other  meetings  attended  by  the  Librarian  have  been: 
the  Advisory  Council  Meeting  in  Bedford  on  February  12, 
the  National  Library  Week  Luncheon  on  April  14.  This 
meeting  was  held  in  Durham  at  the  New  England  Center  for 
Continuing  Education.  Miss  Elsie  Wheeler,  trustee,  also  at- 
tended this  meeting.  We  had  an  opportunity  to  tour  the  new 
buildings  at  the  center  and  to  hear  about  the  "Library  of  the 
Future."  The  speaker  was  John  Bardwell,  Director  of  the 
Audio- Visual  Center  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

May  8  and  9,  Mr.  Kimball,  Miss  Wheeler,  and  the 
Librarian  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.  H.  Library 
Association  and  the  N.  H.  Trustee's  Association.  On  Friday 
evening.  May  8,  following  the  banquet,  we  were  privileged 
to  hear  an  inspiring  talk  by  Nat  Hintoff,  well-known  author, 
critic  and  columnist. 

We  received  a  State-Aid  grant  for  $100.00  to  be  used  for 
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the  purchase  of  Reference  books.   We  have  added  the  fol- 
lowing books  to  our  reference  department  from  this  fund:

Library  Displays 

Memorial  books  have  been  given  to  the  library  in  mem- 
ory of  Mrs.  Anna  Eaton  and  Mrs.  Albina  Emond. 

The  trustees  and  the  librarian  are  deeply  grateful  for  the 
gift  of  many  books  and  magazines.  A  special  thank  you  is 
due  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Wheeler  for  the  gift  of  the  Rand  Mc- 
Nally  World  Atlas.  We  also  wish  to  thank  all  who  gave  gifts 
of  money  to  be  used  for  books. 

Bookmarks  were  given  by  Mrs.  Philip  Heald,  Mr.  T. 
Archibald  Eaton  and  the  Mason  Village  Savings  Bank.  The 
children  love  to  have  new  bookmarks  and  they  save  many  a 
book  from  becoming  "dog-eared."  The  bookmarks  printed 
with  the  Library  hours  are  appreciated  by  new  patrons. 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  borrowers,  we  have  re- 
quested 104  books  from  other  libraHes.  Sixty-seven  came 
directly  from  the  State  Library,  and  the  others  were 
sent  from  Keene,  Dover,  Plymouth,  Portsmouth,  Dartmouth, 
Concord  Public  Library,  Nashua  and  Phillips  Exeter  Acade- 
my. On  several  occasions  the  Librarian  has  gone  to  the  Mil- 
ford  Library  to  get  books  on  a  specific  subject.  The  library 
has  had  the  use  of  594  books  from  the  Book  Mobile:  ati  av- 
erage of  148  books  a  trip. 

In  April  the  Library  celebrated  National  Library  Week 
with  an  "Open  House."  This  year  the  young  people  exhibit- 
ed their  hobbies.  Included  were  Animal  Collections,  handle 
work  in  knitting,  crocheting  and  sewing,  models  of  airplanes 
and  ships,  rock  and  sea  shell  collections  and  Indian  artifacts. 
The  display  created  a  great  deal  of  interest.  A  book  jacket 
drawing  contest  was  held  for  the  children  in  grades 
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1  through  4.  Prizes  were  awarded  to  the  winner  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  and  the  winning  book  jackets  were  on 
display. 

Miss  Deborah  Duval,  a  junior  at  Mascenic  Regional 
School,  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on  her  trip  to 
Greece,  which  she  took  with  a  group  of  high  school  students. 
Refreshments  were  furnished  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
and  served  by  a  group  of  teenagers.  In  addition,  during  the 
week  the  school  children  visited  the  Library,  by  grades,  to 
see  the  displays  and  to  have  a  Story  Hour. 

A  beautiful  seascape  picture  was  painted  and  given  to 
the  Library  by  Ralph  LaPierre.  It  was  hung  in  time  for  all  to 
see  at  the  Open  House.  This  picture  adds  a  lovely  spot  of 
color  to  the  Library,  and  is  admired  by  all  who  see  it.  The 
late  Mr.  LaPierre  was  a  former  Greenville  resident  and  the 
brother  of  Mr.  William  LaPierre. 

During  National  Library  Week  we  had  a  display  in  the 
window  of  the  Greenville  Electric  Light  Company  on  the 
theme  "Reading  Is  For  Everyone."  It  caused  much  comment 
and  brought  in  some  new  patrons  to  the  Library. 

In  June,  the  Librarian  gave  a  talk  to  Mr.  Johnson's 
fourth  grade  on  rocks  and  rock  collecting.  It  was  an  inter- 
esting morning  for  the  Librarian.  The  children  had  many 
different  rocks  on  display  and  we  all  learned  something  we 
hadn't  known  about  rocks. 

The  summer  Reading  Program  was  a  big  success.  Thir- 
ty-eight youngsters  read  the  required  four  books  and  enjoy- 
ed games  and  a  cookout  at  the  home  of  the  Librarian  on  July 
17th. 

The  summer  story  hour  program  was  conducted  each 
Friday  through  June,  July,  and  August.  A  part  was  held  at 
the  Library  for  17  youngsters  at  the  end  of  the  program.  Re- 
freshments for  both  parties  were  paid  for  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Library. 

$300.00  was  given  to  the  Library  for  the  purchase 
of  books  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Another  gift,  which 
is  being  put  to  good  use  and  much  appreciated,  was  a  record 
browser.  This  is  a  very  useful  and  good-looking  piece 
of  furniture  and  will  hold  our  record  collection  for 
many  years. 
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Young  Kristopher  Caron  gave  the  Library  forty-three 
45  RPM  records  from  his  collection.  These  have  proved  to 
be  very  popular.  The  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  gave 
us  a  gift  of  nine  record  albums.  These  are  all  Stereo  Master 
Classics  and  they  will  afford  many  hours  of  listening  pleas- 
ure to  our  patrons. 

The  State  Wide  Library  Cards,  which  enable  a  borrow- 
er in  good-standing  to  borrow  books  from  any  participating 
library  in  the  State,  were  issued  in  June.  These  cards  are 
good  for  a  period  of  three  years,  although  they  may  be  re- 
voked by  the  issuing  library  if  its  privileges  are  abused. 
Nineteen  cards  have  been  issued  by  our  Library  to  date. 

In  October  the  librarian  was  notified  by  the  State  Li- 
brary that  catalog  cards,  without  charge,  were  once  more 
available  for  adult  fiction  and  non-fiction  titles  published 
during  the  current  year  and  the  immediately  proceeding 
year,  and  for  all  juvenile  titles. 

The  Library  launched  a  new  undertaking  in  October.  A 
reception  and  coffee  hour  for  the  teachers  and  teacher  aides 
of  the  Greenville  Public  Schools  was  held  at  the  Library 
from  7  to  9,  October  13. 

This  afforded  the  teachers  a  chance  to  browse  in  the  Li- 
brary and  gave  the  parents  an  opportunity  for  an  informal 
chat  with  the  teachers.  Refreshments  were  served  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library.  It  was  a  most  enjoyable  evening  and 
we  hope  it  will  become  an  annual  affair. 

In  December  the  Library  was  host  to  the  Greenville 
Woman's  Club  for  their  Christmas  Boutique. 

We  are  trying  to  reach  out  into  the  community  and 
make  the  Library  an  integral  part  of  the  town. 

Mary  Ellen  Alix,  who  has  been  an  able  assistant  in  the 
Library,  gave  up  her  duties  in  June,  as  she  was  attend- 
ing college  in  the  fall.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Tuttle,  a  newcomer  to 
the  town,  substituted  for  the  librarian  during  vacation  time. 
Mrs.  Tuttle  has  helped  with  the  story  hours  and  been  avail- 
able whenever  the  librarian  was  absent.  Miss  Diane  Thi- 
bault  has  given  many  volunteer  hours  to  the  Library.  She 
finds  much  to  do  on  the  days  the  school  classes  come  to  the 
Library,  putting  away  books  and  straightening  out  the 
shelves.    Several  other  young  people,  Helen  Vantour,  Mary 
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Bourgeois,  Mary  McCuddy  and  Marianne  Proulx  have  help- 
ed out  in  many  ways  —  running  errands  and  putting  up  dis- 
plays. 

The  Librarian  appreciates  and  wishes  to  express  her 
thanks  to  all  who  have  given  a  helping  hand  to  the  Library 
this  past  year.  A  special  thanks  to  the  trustees  who  are  al- 
ways understanding  and  cooperative. 

May  I  close  with  these  thoughts:  "Why  read?  Because 
the  ability  to  read  is  one  of  man's  distinctively  human  and 
enabling  faculties.  Because  a  system  of  democratic  govern- 
ment depends  on  an  informal  public  opinion.  Because  read- 
ing is  fun  —  and  a  joy  not  to  be  missed.  What  book 
have  you  read  lately?"

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
PARK  AND  PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 

Because  of  the  added  responsibility  of  the  Swimming 
Pool  Project,  two  additional  members,  Mrs.  Roland  Thibault 
and  Mrs.  Harold  HoUingsworth,  were  appointed  to  the  Park 
and  Playground  Commission  for  1970.  Mrs.  HoUingsworth 
resigned  in  November  and  Mrs.  Bertrand  Pelletier  was  ap- 
pointed in  her  place. 

The  Commission  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  conscien- 
tious work  of  Russell  Cook,  Jr.  in  caring  for  the  town  parks 
this  last  year. 

The  Commission  has  worked  closely  with  the  Green- 
ville Recreation  Association  in  the  development  of  the 
swimming  pool.  Construction  started  in  July,  and  comple- 
tion is  expected  in  early  spring,  when  the  pool  will  be  paint- 
ed and  safety  features,  recommended  by  the  State  Depart- 
ments, will  be  added.  These  include  a  barbed  wire 
guard  around  the  pool,  area  lighting,  insect  screens  and 
winter  panels,  installation  of  Masonite  separators,  lifeguard 
stand,  safety  ropes,  depth  markings,  life  preservers,  flow 
meter,  and  grab  bars. 

The  Greenville  Recreation  Association  has  fulfilled  its 
financial  obligation  to  the  Town  of  Greenville,  by  payment  of 
one-half  of  the  construction  costs;  the  other  half  is  to  be  met 
by  Federal  funds. 

The  Recreation  Association  is  planning  a  Lawn  Party 
this  summer  to  add  to  the  existing  fund  for  maintenance  of 
the  pool  and  the  swimming  program. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  in  any  way 
in  n^aking  the  Greenville  pool  a  reality.  We  urge  every  citi- 
zen of  Greenville,  young  and  old,  to  take  advantage  of  the 
facility,  and  to  use  it  with  responsible  pride.

The  Greenville  Centennial  Committee  lias  met  frequently 
and  discussed  possible  activities  suitable  for  the  celebration 
of  the  Town  s  100th  anniversary. 

Because  the  town  charter  is  dated  June  28,  1872,  we 
suggest  the  weekend  of  June  23,  24,  and  25  in  1972  as  dates 
for  the  celebration.

During  the  entire  period,  an  exhibition  of  Greenville 
artifacts  will  be  on  display.  This  will  include  items  created 
and/or  manufactured  in  Greenville,  souvenir  china  or  silver 
which  was  sold  at  various  times  in  the  town,  old  pictures, 
post  cards,  posters,  account  books,  etc. 

We  feel  that  a  history  of  Greenville  should  be  published 
at  this  time,  dealing  with  the  social,  economic  and  religious 
background  of  the  community,  this  to  include  information 
about  Irish  and  French-Canadians,  as  well  as  the  earlier 
residents  of  Mason  Village.  We  recommend  a  booklet 
rather  than  a  more  expensive  bound  volume. 
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To  help  meet  expenses  of  such  an  ambitious  program, 
we  anticipate  that  local  organizations  will  contribute.  We 
also  recommend  the  sale  of  commemorative  coins  —  sterling 
and  bronze  —  as  well  as  other  souvenir-type  articles  (tiles, 
children's  mugs,  badges,  etc.)  We  have  met  with  sales 
representatives  of  companies  specializing  in  such  items,  and 
talked  with  committee  members  from  other  towns,  and  find 
that  the  profit  from  such  things  is  sizable.  At  a  nearby  town 
which  recently  celebrated  its  bicentennial,  the  town  appro- 
priated $8,000,  and  with  active  community  support  of  their 
various  money-raising  projects,  $9,300  was  realized. 

Many  of  the  events  suggested  above  will  be  self-support- 
ing and  even  profitable,  but  others  will  need  an  appropria- 
tion from  the  town.  We  therefore  suggest  an  appropriation  of 
$9,000  to  fund  the  expense  of  the  Centennial. 

The  Greenville  Centennial  Program  as  outlined  above 
will  involve  many  additional  committees  and  helpers.  Many 
people  have  expressed  great  interest  in  the  plans,  and  we 
are  hoping  for  complete  support  from  individuals  and 
businesses  alike,  to  make  this  ONCE  IN  A  LIFETIME 
OCCASION  a  memorable  one.
